—— Datia, and Samthar States for their 
lands appropriated for the Indian Midland Railway, 
observes that when other Chiefs are making princely con- 
tributions to encourage the extension of railway to their 
States, the demand of the Bundelkhand Chiefs for compen- 
sation appears to be out of place. On the other hand, it 


does not befit a Government like the Government of 
India to endeavour to evade the fulfilment of a definite 


promise previously made. If it did not like to pay com- 
pensation to the Bundelkhand Chiefs, no promise should 
have been made to them. It has raised the three following 
objections to the payment of compensation: rot, it 
grants land free for railway purposes ; secondly, native 
states profit by the extension of railway ; and thirdly, the 
Orchha, Datia, and Samthar States are rich enough to assist 
in the promotion of works of public utility. As regards the 
first objection, the extension of railway provides great 
facilities for the Civil and Military administration of the 


— 
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country, ain the Governm ent of India also obtains a large 
benefit in the shape of taxes; but native states can expect 
no such benefits. The Bundelkhand Chiefs will receive no 
more benefit than an ordinary taltiqd4r does from the exten- 
sion of railway to his estate. In view of the third objection 
the editor would strongly advise the Chiefs to abandorf 
their demand for compensation. The Government of India 
now takes pretty good care to see that native princes devote 
a suitable portion of their revenues to the encouragement of 
works of public utility. If a Political Agent thinks that a 
Chief does not properly perform his duty in this matter, he 
can easily bring the latter into trouble. But in regard to the 
Bundelkhand States, the Viceroy in Council-has expressed 
his opinion that they can afford to aid the promotion of 
such works, and therefore they will not be well advised in 
incurring the displeasure of the Government of India by 
pressing their demand for compensation. 


The Mihr-i-Nimros (Bijnor), of the 21st October, in 
commenting upon the same subject, 
counsels the Chiefs in Bundelkhand 
to follow the example of the Government of India and not 
to demand compensation, railway extension being very 


beneficial to trade. They may afterwards purchase the 
line, if they like. |

ADMINISTRATION. 


The Hinduatén (Kälakänkar), of the 25th October, with 
orders issued by Local reference to the orders of the Local 
= religious 2 Government regarding the religious 
Aligarh. quarrel between the Hindis and 
Musalmäns at Aligarh, observes that the orders are good 
as far as they go, but that they do not go far enough: no 
punishment has been inflicted on the men who instigated 
the dispute. The Government orders above referred to appear 
to have been issued on the 2nd October, but they were not 
published at Aligarh till the 15th or 16th idem. What was 
the cause of delay in their publication? Had they been 
made public before the 11th‘idem, L4la Badri. Prasad would 
have been spared the assault on his nose. The Aligarh 
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Institute Gasetie, in publishing the orders in a Supplement 
dated the 15th October,. expresses. regret that the news of 
disunion between the two communities has reached Gov- 
ernment. What does this expression of regret mean? 
The Aligarh Institute Gazette has played no mean part in 
stirring up the strife. Sir Auckland Colvin thinks vakils 
are chiefly to blame ; but the origin of the quarrel is really 
due to the improper orders issued by the District authori- 
ties regarding the slaughter of kine on the day of the last 
Id. Musalmäns were not allowed to kill kine in such an 
objectionable way even under Muhammadan rule. The 
Hindis took offence, and suspended all trade with the Mu- 
salm4ns, and in return the latter have harassed them in a 
variety of ways. The Musalmäns have commenced selling 
roasted beef near the Collector’s office, at the door of the 
Muhammadan College, and other public places, and there 
have been instances of beef being thrown even into wells. 
Several shops of Hindtis have been robbed, and frequent 
- assaults have been committed on Hinds in public streets 
and thoroughfares. On the 11th October the nose of the 
Secretary to the Hindi Sam4j was cut off. Both Hindus 
and Musalmäns are anxious to settle the dispute amicably ; 
but some Muhammadan vakils, officials, and Government 
pensioners, who instigated wholesale cow-slaughter on 
the occasion of the Id, prevent a reconciliation. One 
Nur Muhammad, who had committed a theft at the house 
of Sita Ram, declared before the Magistrate that the charge 
was brought against him as he had not agreed to make 
an assault on Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Vakil, for which he 
had been offered Rs, 100 by Léla Badri Prasad, Vakil. The 
statement of the accused was accepted, and he was. dis- 
charged, But the Magistrate should have made a thorough 
inquiry into the matter, and should have punished him and 
the man who had instigated him to bring such a false 
accusation against a respectable person. The police and 
Magistrates at Aligarh have made a point of concealing 
crime. The Rämlila was to commence on the 9th October; 
but the Musalmäns got it prohibited by themselves putting 
a dead pig into a mosque on the preceding night. Bahar

Khan, petition-writer, who has been senile to two years’ 
imprisonment on a charge of riot, told the Magistrate at the 
conclusion of his statement that the poorer people were 
arrested and punished, while the big men, who were the real 
culprits, were not interfered with. Offenders like him 


should have been granted a pardon, and with their assist- 
_ance the real culprits should have been discovered and 


brought to justice. A commission should be appointed to 
enquire into the religious quarrel at Aligarh; but Sir 
Auckland Colvin cannot be expected to do so, as such a 
measure would cause much anxiety to the District author- 
ities. Hence His Honor should depute an independent and 
unprejudiced officer to Aligarh to make an inquiry and to 
find out the men who are at the bottom of the affair. The 
orders already issued by Government are not likely to 
restore peace.

that religious quarrels seldom occur in native states, as both 
the Hindi and Muhammadan princes pursue a policy of 
strict neutrality and hold the balance evenly between the 
two communities. But in British territory at some places 
the District authorities favour the Musalmäms and at others 


the Hindus, and this unwise policy has led to the growth 


of ill feeling between them. The frequent occurrence of 
religious disputes reflects great discredit on the Govern- 
ment officials and the leaders of the two communities. 
Religious feeling runs very high at Aligarh, and His 


Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has found it necessary to 


hold out threats to the leading Hindis and Musalmäns at 
that place. If the local officers refrain from showing undue 
indulgence to any community, and prevent men of influence 
from instigating the people, pence and order will be res- 
tored before long. 


The Lucknow correspondent of the Mihr-t-Nimros (Bij- 
pial ca a of the 21st October, ‘says that 
Shias and Sunnis of the City Magistrate of Lucknow was 
1 influenced by undue partiality to the 
by the former. wealthy Shias in rejecting the pro- 
secution instituted by the Sunnis against the printer and 
the publisher of a religious pamphlet.

he has not allowed the Muhammadans at Manglaur to celebrate 
the Muharram for the last two years. Government should 
enquire into the matter and bring the offenders to justice.

Management of nazi! that the Nazül Department appears 
undes at Lucknew.. to be rotten to the core. Houses 
built several generations ago are now declared to stand on 
nazül land, and the owners of the houses are required to 
pay the price of the sites! It is simply impossible that the 
sites of such houses should be. nazal land. Evidently the 


, 
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nazül. registers are wrong, not having been: prepared with 
due care. Nothing could be a greater proof of the high- 
handedness of that Department than the circumstance that 
if a nazil land cultivator desires to bring anything to the 
notice of the Deputy Commissioner, he must submit a peti- 
tion on an eight-anna court-fee stamp. Government as 
the proprietor of the nazül land is no more than a private 
landowner, and the Deputy Commissioner is its agent. In 
that case there appears to be no good reason why court fees 
should be levied from nazil cultivators in such an objec- 
tionable way. On the one hand, Government asks private 
landlords to be kind and generous to their tenants ; while, 
on the other, it is ready to cut the throats of its own tenants. 
No means of irrigation have been provided in nazül land, 
and no indulgence is shown to cultivators in the matter of 
wood. There can hardly be two opinions that cultivators 
receive a considerably more generous treatment from pri- 
vate landlords than from Government in its capacity of 
landowner. ;

travel.: Formerly the Bombay, Baroda, and Central: India 
Railway officials at Muttra did not issue tickets to any 
stations beyond Cawnpore, and therefore the pilgrims had. 
to travel up to Cawnpore by the Bombay, Baroda, and Cen- 
tral India line, which took them 15 hours, although they 
could reach that place by the East Indian line in half the 
time. When the East Indian Railway authorities heard 
of these proceedings of the officials belonging to the other 
line, they established their own booking office at Muttra. 
The conduct of the officials of the two lines is marked by 
a strong mutual jealousy. They have located their Agents 
at the Holigate, who endeavour to induce passengers to 
travel by their respective lines, the Agents for the East 
India Railway denouncing the Bombay, Baroda, and 
Central India line, and those for the latter the other line. 
They also call on pilgrims at sardis and dharamsdlas for 
the same purpose. The passengers who choose to travel 
by the East Indian line have also to travel by the other 
line as far as Häthras, and therefore they are exposed to 
the inconvenience of booking themselves at two places. 
Moreover, it is believed that they receive tickets for the 
Häthras station from the Bombay, Baroda, and Central 
India Railway officials with some difficulty. It is high 
time that Government should interfere and amicably settle 
the dispute between the two lines in some way or another, 
with a view to save the passengers from the unnecessary 
hardships to which they are exposed from the mutual 
jealousy of the railway officials. 


The Mufid-i-Am (Agra), of the 20th October, says that 
Delivery of letters at five deliveries are made at the Agra 
4 Post- office every day, and that the 
number of delivery peons has been increased. With reference 
to the last delivery made in the evening, the Mufid- i-Am 
observes that peons have to distribute letters about 8 P. u., 
when men are generally out for a walk or a drive, and that 
misdeliveries are very likely to be made on account of dark- 
ness: Either the evening delivery should be discontinued, 
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
